He knows just 
how to elude the charge of a mad _ bull, 
and the instant that he must recover for 
his master to make the fatal shot. 
stops, turns, and performs the ma- 


neeuvres necessary in the strategy of a. 


buffalo hunt without a word or sign 
from the Indian who rides him. These 
ponies will thrive, and even get fat, on 
the grass they can find by pawing away 
four or five feet of snow that covers the 
tufts. With proper care and treatment, 
there is no telling what might be made 
of a good Sioux pony. 

‘The natural gait of the elk isa grace- 
ful, swinging trot, and as long as they 
maintain that gait they never become 
tired. itis the great object of the 
hunter to urge his pony forward at such 
a pace that the elk will be forced to 
break its unwearying trot into a gallop. 
If he succeeds in doing this the hunter 
is generally certain of his game, for the

man was one of a party of thirteen, and 
they killed nearly 500 cow elks that 
month. Each one of the animals would 
have given birthtoa calf in afew weeks, 
the first of June being the time the fe- 
male elk brings forth her young. After 
the elk is killed by these butchers, its 
hide is stripped from its body and the 
carcass left lying where it falls. In one 
trip along the Yellowstone, five years 
ago, I counted 127 elk carcasses within a 
few miles. The hunters are furnished 
with repeating rifles, and even when the 
snow does not aid them ie the slaughter 
one hunter is always abie to pick off 
eight or ten elk in a herd before they can 
yet out of reacb. An elk skin is worth 


about three dollars.

We have here in our store eight of the | 
leading ones in constant operation night | 
and day. The prices range from $20 to_ 
$300 each, with a varying capacity from | 
fifty to 2,000 eggs. As a rule, a first-class | 
incubator hatches from eighty to ninety | 

cent. of the fertile eggs that are put | 
into it. Most of the machines are auto. | 
matic in their regulation, so that they 
require very little care.” 

‘‘How much capital does it require te 
start in the chicken-raising business?" 
was asked.

Another building on the 
ground is long and narrow ten feet by 
fifteen, andis divided into pens, the 
same asthe other. Still another is forty 
by fifteen feet, which we use principaily 
for ducks. It haya small pond adjoin- | 
ing. Ona knoil back of these buildings 
we keep a large number of the artiticial 
brooders for young chicks taken from 
the incubators at the store. They are 
kept in these brooders four weeks and 
are then old enough to be put in with 
the larger stock.” 

‘What is the capacity of such a 
ranch?” 


‘*Without crowding it will accommo- 
date nicely 1,000 full-grown fowls, 5,000 
young chicks and 1,000 ducks. The 
cost of sucha ranch complete, without 
the land, is about $5,000. One man aud 
a boy can attend toitnicely. Their du- 
ties are to feed and water the fowls 


oughly cleaned. If thisis properly done 
it keeps the fowls in perfectly good 
health. Such a business, properly 
carried on, will yield a ~ profit 
of at least one hundred per cent. on the 
capital invested, and even that is a low 
estimate. Take fancy-bred fowls and 
they bring from $1 to $10 a picce, 
and I know a man who has a partridge 
cochin cock which $100 couldnt buy. 
Then take broilers. They are worth to- 
day, and it is the dull season, twenty 
two cents a pound live weight. Each 
one will weigh two an. a half pounds and 
the cost to raise it is not over fifteen 
cents. In winterthey bring from fifty 
to sixty cents a pound, or $2 « pair.

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ASTATIC CHOLERA. 


Ravages <i the Dreaded Epidemic 
Throughout Europe--Eatire Fami- 
lies and Many Doctors jCarried 
Away in Spain, 


An idea of the advance of cholera abroad 
will be obtained in the following record of 
one day's _.ravages,as given by cable dis- 
patches: 


Returns for the past twenty-four hours 


make the number of new cases in Spain 5,100 
and the number of deaths 1,950. 

In Granada the cholera is increasing fear- 
fully. In the province, outside the city, 
there have been reported today 218 dea 
from the diseaseand 455 new cases, and in 
the city 213 deaths and 455 new cases. The 
popular agitation against sanitary interfer- 
ence has 
authorities have all 
closed, no business is Zz 
scourge has an upobstructed field. 

The Spanish consul at Gibraltar reports 
that cholera has appeared within the Span- 
ish lines. A dispatch from Gibraltar says 
there bave been only three fatal cases of 
clolera there, all occurring in one house, 
which had forty-seven inmates and was in a 
bad sanitary conditicn. 

In Madrid there were nineteen new cases 
and eleven deaths, and in the province 


deaths. In Saragossa the epidemic is de 
creasing slightly. In Granada the condition 
is terrible. Many doctors are dying. Whole 
streets are infected with the scourge, by 
which entire families have been carried away. 

The total number of deaths in the infected 
Spanish provinces since the outbreak of the 
epidemic is 57,0, and it is estimated that 
@,000 persons have fled from the kingdom. 

‘The epidemic has appeared in the foundling 
bospital and other public institutions, and in 
the best quarters of Madrid. 

The Marseiiies (France) municipal authori- 
ties have decided to establish a cholera am- 
bulance at every fire station. The epidemic 
is spreading tothe environs of Marseilles. 
The English government has prohibited the 
importation of rags from France. 

At the Pharo hospital, Marsei there are 
sixty cases under treatment, and t were 
eight deaths to-day. Among the victims of 
last night wasa young lady twenty-six years 
old. er husband, whois a public official, 
in a sudden fit of desperation, and while 
embracing the dead body of his wife, 
killed himself by two shots from a 
revolver. In order to satisfy the demands of 
the workmen at the docks—who for the mo- 
ment bavesvar-ely anything todo,on account 
of the total cessation of maritime movem -nts 
—the mayor has ordered that employment be 
given them im carrying out various works for 
the improvement of the sanitary condition 
of the city. Two new fatal cases are 
reported from Salon, France, and at Pelis- 
ssnne several cases of suspected cholera are 
announced from the department of Var. 

The municipal authorities of Marseille: 
a‘tribute the outbreak of cholera there to 
the proximity of a camp which was recently 
disbanded, and in which typhoid fever was 
creating havic among the troopa 

United States Consul Mason, at Marseilles, 
in a cablegram to the secretary of state at 
Washington, says that the cholera in that 
piace is Asiatic, and very fatal The deaths 
number forty daily. The disease is spreading 
to the interior. 


A MINE DISASTER. 


A frightful mine accident occurred at the 
West End Coal company’s mine, at Mocana 
qua, Penn., the other morning, by which at 
least twelve lives were lost and twenty-five 
children rendered fatherless. About 9% 
o'clock A. M. the engineer in charge of the 
fan which supplies air to the mine 
discovered that the shaft was bent, 
and that the fan would not work as well as 
usual. In other words, it was running at too 
low a rate of speed, and thus diminishing the 
amount of air in the mine below, where over 
100 men were at work digging coal. The en- 
gineer, instead of giving the alarm at once to 
the miners attempted to repair the broken fan, 
but his efforts were without success. During 
all this time the gas in the mine was accu- 
mulating in large quantities, and when it 
came pouring into the different galleries it 
was too late for the miners to escape. The 
fire boss was the first to give the alarm He 
was at the bottom of the slope nearest the 
surface and had a chanceto make his essape 
had he so desired, but he knew there were 


over a hundred of his fellow-men in the mine 
and to leave them meant instant death for 
all. Quickly summoning a couple of door- 
tenders he made his way through the dark 
subterranean passages of the mine, yelling at 
the top of his voice. 

“Men, there is gas in the mine. Run for 
your lives; quick!” 

He was not able to reach every quarter of 
the mine, which covers an area of two miles 
under ground. When he had gone half-way 
through the mine be was overcome by the 
gasand prostrated. Many of the miners 
who had heard his words of alarm hastened 
quickly to the mouth of the mine and made 
their escape, but others became exhausted 
and had to succumb to the power of the poi- 
nous gas. 

An eye witness, a miner who worked in one 
of the chambers and who made his escape to 
the surface, thus describes the scene in the 
mine when the alarm was first given. ‘“‘“About 
9 o'clock I noticed that there was morc or 
less gas in the mine, but thought nothing of 
it at the time, as I thought the engineer in 
charge of the fan had slacked up a little to 
make some repairs. This is sometimes tLe 
case, but when the necessary repairs are 
made the fan is given increased 
and it ‘soon cleans out the gas. About 40 
minutes before I heard the fire boss give the 
alarm I thought that the gas was increasing, 
and so stated to my laborer. I then for the 
first time began to realize that something was 
the matter. I told my laborer we had better 
make our way tothe top. We threw down 
our tools and hastily took our departure. 
We had not gone one bundred yards befor. 
1 noticed a dozen rats runping ahead of me. 
I knew that whenever saw rats 
in the mine on the run that there 
is something goirpg ruin. My la 
borer turned white at the sight of them. He 
said: ‘My God, John, do you see the rats run- 
ning! We will all be killed.’ We ran for 
all we were worth through the dark pas 
sages. Wewere within five bundred yards 
of tho opening when | heard the fire boss 

ive thealarm. We were now almost ox- 

austed from the gas. In our progress through 
the mine we could hear the groans of 
these who had succumbed to the gas and 
fallop tu the ground. Every few yards we 
went we would stumble over sume poor un- 
fortunate who, like ourselves, had attempt. 
ed to owke his escape from the death 
dealing vapor, but had fallen by the road- 
way. Some of them we tried to put on then 
feet, luit they were as stiff as a log and could 
rot move. Seeing we could render no relic: 
we trudged on, now and then stumbling over 
the prostrate bodies of other miners. At last 
my laborer gave out. Hefell. I tried tc 
drag him, but it was no use. He was dead ir 
u few minutes, and I knew that if I remained 
five minutes longer I too woald be prostrated. 
I hastened on, and at last saw the foot of the 
slope, where some men were at work lifting 
the unconscious to the bucket so they could 
be carried tothe open air. This is ali I ro 
member, for the next moment I fell from 
sheer ex I was carried to the top 
by the relief party.” 

As soon as the accident became known a 
relief party was with Superin- 
tendent John Teasdale at the head. They went 
‘town in the mine and rescued about ty 
men who were nearest to the mouth of tho 
maine. Allof them were in an unconscious 
condition, and when brought to the surface 
were stretched out on the earth and medical 
assistance su All the doctors for 
twenty miles around were pressed into ser- 
vice. The scene was a most pitiful one. The 
mothers, wives snd sisters of the miners 
gathered around the spot and made the air 
echo with their cries and lamentations. They 
were of great assistance, however, and tena- 
derly cared for the prostrate men. Some werc 
earried to log shanties, and, with the aid of 
nature’s help and the kind ministrations o/ 
friends, soon recovered. Others were too 
weak to recover and died in a short time. 

All attempts to get the fan in running or-

Death and Destruction by a Tornado in 
New York State---Three Workmen 
Crashed to Death by a Landslide. 


A dispatch from Norwood, N. Y., gives the 
following account of the destruction wrought 
by a tornado, which struck the village about 
5 Pp. «, and continued about fifteen minutes: 
The cloud is described as a dark and roaring 
mass of wind and rain, and was preceded by 
acalm. As the cloud drew nearer a roaring, 
hissing sound was heard, which increased 
yw a wild crash as it struck.

Narcorics.—The London Lancet con. 
demns the practice of giving and taki 
such depressing narcotics as chioral 
bromile of potassium asa remedy for 
sleeplessness, as mischievous and wholly 
indefensible. It is as clumsy 8 theory a: 
knocking downa man because he needs 
rest, and yet, as by common consent, 
this eminent authority states, the profes- 
sion sanctions the abuse of such drugs 
as ‘‘poisonous sleep-producers ” 

Danprurr.—Dandruff is the solid 
residuum of perspiration after the liquid 
portion has been evaporated. To make 
this assertion scems absurd, yet how many 
articles have appeared recently in news- 
papers showing that it is not known so 
generally as it should be; among others, 
advertisements of a remedy for it, a quack 
nostrum prescribed for its cure, as though 
it was a disease to be checked by an al- 
teration or pur.fication of the blood, in- 
stead of its beinz ord:nary perspiration, 
by which more than one half of the im- 
purities of one’s person is rejected by the 


blood through the pores of the 
skin. Dandruff would appear upon 
the whole figure were it not re- 


moved thence by the friction of 
clothing or by washing. Washing ap- 
plied most freely every morning to the 
head, before the rest of the person 1 
bathed, will be found to keep the hair 
in the best condition, and to be extreme- 
ly refreshing, removing slight headaches, 
or preventing them by the strengthening 
of the nerves of the‘head. This prac- 
tice, after having been used during 4 
week, would not willingly be abandoned. 
It is an error that the application of too 
much water dries the hair. A physician 
would refer one raising tbis question to 
the condition of the hair of a Sandwich 
Islander, which is jet black, and almost 
oily in appearance, although he spends 
a large portion of his time in the water. 

The hair of the writer, who has washed 
his head plentifully in water a very lit- 
tle soapy every murniog during the last 
fifty years, is as the hair on the head of 
a well-kept child—not dry, certainly not 
oily, for the uncleanly habit of applying 
oil till the bair is reduced to a solid and 
shining mass has disappeared, probably 
forever, but as healthy, as pleatiful, as 
soft, and of the same. color—quite de- 
void of gray—at the age of nearly sev- 
enty as at the age of seventeen. — Byston 
Commonicealth. 


Ix Case or Fatxtine.—The sensa- 
tions which characterze the act of faint- 
ing are peculiar and not readily de- 
scribed. There is a feeling of sinking 
and weakness, objects appear to spin 
about, there is sometimes a ringing in 
the ears, a sense of confusion, and the 
next th'ng the person is conscious of is 
a gradual recovery, after a blank, the 
existence of which he can only infer. A 
bystander who sees a person faint ob- 
serves a sudden palior of his face, a roll- 
ing of the eyes and quivering of the lids, 
a momentary stagger, and then the per- 
son falis to the ground in an unconscious 
condition, or falis back in his seat with 
all his muscles relaxed. If he feels hs 
pulse, he finds it weak and rapid. _per- 
haps so weak that it cannot be felt at 
the wrist. The breathing is irregular 
and feeble, and sometimes hardly per- 
ceptible but for an occasional faint sigh. 
Now that we understand in a fair meas- 
ure the condition of the person who has 
fainted, we are in a position to guide 
this imaginary bystander in his efforts to 
restore the consciousness of his neigh- 
bor. He should at once lay him flat 
upon his back, unless nature has already 
done so for him. This is to aid the flow 
of blood to the brain. It is well, some- 
times, in severe cases. to raise the feet, 
30 that the head should be the lowest 
part of the body. The clothing about 
the neck and chest shou'd be loosened, 
that every effort to breathe may find en- 
couragement. Care must be taken that 
the base of the tongue does not fall 
back into the gullet and choke the 
person. Windows should be opened, 
and crowding about the patient pre- 
vented. These proceedings are all di- 
rected toward removing impediments to 
the circulation, for the respiration and 
activity of the heart are intimately con- 
nected with eich other. In order to more 
directly stimulate the heart And incite it 
to proper action, ammonia (hartshorn) or 
smelling sa'ts held to the nose, a little 
cold water dashed on the face, rubbing 
the arms from the hand toward the body, 
thereby encouraging the flow of blood tu 
the heart, a sip of brandy or spirits of 
any kind, will all be found useful. A 
deep sigh ia usually the first sign that re- 
covery is taking place, then there is a 
slight movement olf the face or hands, 
and gradua ly consciousness is restored 
and the eyes open. After a faint, the 
person should lie still for a while and 
take some form of light nourishment, 
auch as milk, milk poneh, or broth—-the 
latter preferably hui. Im cases where a 
person simply feels faint without faint- 
ing away, he should lie down, if possi- 
ble, with the head on a level with the 
body, and not propped up ona milow. 
In some cases, simply bowing the head 
way down into the lap will strengthen 
the failing cerebral circulation sufficient- 
ly to avert fainting. Where fainting is 
the result of severe bleeding, the bleed. 
ing shou'd be first treated, and then ef- 
forts directed to the restoration of c)n- 
sciousness. — (ool Housekarping. 


A KRemarkale Street. 


Four men were recently stationed at 
Fulton street and Broadway to count the 
vehicles, passing through Broadway at 
that point from 7a. M.to 6p. mM. The 
total number was 22,308 for the period 
of eleven hours—about 2,000 an hour, 
thirty-three a minute, or one every two 
seconds. 

The largest number of any one kind of 
vehicles was of single and double trucks, 
7,384; the smallest number was two; 
these were ambulances. There were 
3,390 sing:e an? double express wazons. 
The 2,310 stages and 1,022 were 
next in order of quantity, peddler’s 
wagons numbering 938, produce wagons 
446, rag trucks 375, carriages 354, coal 
carts 324. and venders’ wagons 300. 
Then there was a drop to hacks, 288, and 
butcher wagons 

The variety of venmeles was striking, 
there having been eighty kinds, nme 
ing to the schedule. Every conceivable 
article of transfer appears to be poured 
into Broadway. The private carri 
were compictely engulfed in the 150 ash- 
carts; the two ambulances and three 
funerals made a melancholy showing 
amid the seventy-three loads of dead 
hogs, the sixty-four garbage and the sev- 
enty-three dirt carts.
